''Applicant submits the document quoted in the Affidavit/Declaration: report/working document which incorporates the system described in 
the present invention and implemented and tested by Bitfone Company using the present invention. 

This document fails to teach or suggest subject matters in present invention according to claims 1 and 18 says "updating software stored 
in the memory using a block -by-block approach based on differential information from a differential file" and to claim 15 says "a memory 
of a mobile device comprising an update -application checksum area for storing checksums". 

Thus, the affidavit fails to overcome the rejection and examiner maintains the prior art rejection. 
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
